The thought that most 
disturbs them is the possibility that 
the demolition of the fortifications by 
the entente commission which is pre- 
sently to arrive for that purpose may 
work, some injury to the. natural 
beauties of Heligoland. A correspon- 
dent who went there to have a last 
look at the German engineering 
which will soon be demolished, re- 
ports a state of general- satisfaction 
among the islanders, and; finds that 
Prussianism seems to have left no 
impress on the civil population.

A Butterfly Farm 


Vegetation Coasts of Shrubs on 
Which Caterpillars Live 


An unusual “farm” has been start- 
ed near Macon, France, by Mr. Andre, 
a French entomologist. Mr. Andre 
raises butterflies and silkworms, and 
so the vegetation of his farm consists 
of mulberry, oak,. ash, cypress, lilac, 
pine, plum, hawthorn, and other trees 
and shrubs on which the caterpillars 
that, become butterflies live,.-In in- 
fancy the butterflies are. protected by 
being inclosed in tulle bags which are 
fastened to the twig. or branch. on 
which the young caterpillars are to 
feed; as the caterpillars get bigger the 
tulle bags are taken away, andthe 
caterpillars left free to spin their 
cocoons, which are collected from the 
trees and bushes very much like some 
strange kind of fruit and placed ‘in 
little wire cages until the perfect but- 
terflies emerge.. On this side the 
work of the butterfly farm is com- 
merciah, but no less important is the 
experimental work of the farm with 
silkworms, by which sooner or later 
the butterfly’ hopes to provide the 
world with silkworms that will pro- 
duce a fine grade of silk in a north-

= 1 August, and when he voiced his great admiration of

He asked concerning Canada’s reconstruction pro- 
gramme, and when he was told of the Victory Loan 
1919, he graciously consented to the use of his Coat 
of Arms on a flag, which is to be the prize of honour 
for districts achieving their quota in the loan. Af 

In dedicating “Fhe Prince’s Flag” at Ottawa on 
Labor Day, His Royal Highness said in part:— 

“Tt is.a great joy to me to be associated with the 
: loan, which is the bridge between war and peace, and 

which is finishing off the job.” , 
i “TI hope every city and district will win my flag.” 
Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag will form 
| not only an unique memento of Victory Year, but a 
lasting and outstanding souvenir of the visit of His 
Royal Highness—a visit which will remain as one of | 
the most memorable events in Canada’s history. 

The reproduction above shows the design of the 
flag. The body is white, the edge red; in the upper 
left hand corner is the Union Jack, and ig the lower 
right hand ‘corner the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms. 

The flag is made in two sizes, 4 feet 6 inches by 
9 feet for small cities, towns and villages, and 7 feet 
by 13 feet 6 irichés for cities of over 10,000 population. . 

: Canada has been divided into canvassing districts 
1 by the Victory Loan Organization. Each city forms 
: one district. Other districts have been determined 
according to population, 
Fe Each of these canvassing districts has been allotted
